In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -rule 
( 2 ) of rule 125 of the Defence of India Rules, 1962, 
read with sub -rules ( 3 ) and ( 9 ) of the said rule and 
of all other powers hereunto enabling, the Govern 
ment of Kerala hereby make the following amend 
ment to the Kerala Rice and Paddy (Procurement by 
Levy ) Order , 1964, namely : 

AMENDMENT 
In the said Order , for clause 8, the following 
clause shall be substituted , namely : 

“ 8. ( a ) Any person aggrieved by an order of 
the Tahsildar or the Taluk Supply Officer under 
clause 7 may, within seven days of the date of such 
order , appeal to the District Supply Officer who may 
pass such orders thereon as he deerns necessary after 
due enquiry in accordance with sub-clauses (a ) 


and ( e ) . 
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(b ) A revision shall lie to the District Collector 
from any order of the District Supply Officer within 
seven days of the date of such order, and the decision 
of the District Collector thereon shall be final. 

( c ) No appeal under sub - clause ( a ) shall lie 
unless the cultivator has sold the quantity of paddy 
admitted by him as leviable under this Order to the 
Government or to their agent or to the authorised 
person , as the case may be. 

( d ) The appellate authority shall fix the date , 
time and place for the hearing of the appeal and 
may from time to time adjourn the hearing and make 
or cause to be made such further enquiry as it thinks 
fit. 

( e ) In disposing of an appeal, the appellate 
authority may confirm or annul the order appealed 
against or reduce or enhance the quantity of paddy 
fixed under the said Order , provided that no appeal 
shall be disposed of unless the appellant as well as 
the authority who issued the order appealed against 
have been given a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard . 

(f ) The appellate authority shall communicate 
the orders passed in appeal to the appellant and 
also to the authority who passed the order appealed 
against .
